WILD CATTLEJN WYOMING

Large Area Where Stock Cannot Be
Caught by Roundup.

CATTLE ARE NOT EVEN BRANDED

Itanclinien Are Becoming Store In-

terested In Itnlsl'ng Alfnlfn nnd
Predict More General I'nr

of Feed In the Future
There Is lots of good beef going to wuAj

parts of Wyoming simply becnuse the
cattle are so wild that they cannot te
rounded up in certain rough sections of
the country, according to George Powell
stockman from Douglas, Wyo., who lie

Omaha.
"Over In what Is known as the Powder

River brakes," said Powell, "There urv
cattle that arc old enough to die of old
ago that never so much as even had a
brand on them. Theso brakes arc so
rough and full of ravines that no on.'
can round up the cattle cut of them.
They are covered with a scrub pine and
other brush, nnd this together with the
rocks and ravines makes it impossible
for a man on a horse to follow cattle iti
there. From living there the cattle nave
grown so wild that they will run llko
deer when they are approached. They
got In there In the early days, bred and
multiplied thero and today betong to no
body In particular, as they bear no
brands."

Mr. Powell said he could suggest 00
way to make use of these brakes In a
practical way unless It could possibly be
done In the futuro by Introducing a hlgnlv
domesticated cattle Into that section, S3
that the cattle could be rounded up easier
than those that occupy tho brakes now.
These brakes occupy an area about forty
by fifty miles In dimensions.

In general Mr. Powell says that the
grade of cattle raised In Wyoming is
steadily coming up to a higher standard
und that the old long-hor- n of the earlv
west la practically a thing of the paBt.
Most of tho ranchers In his part of thJ
state are putting up lots of hay for thu
wintering' of their stock and are caring
for It more after the fashion of the Ne-

braska farmers. Mr. Powell Is going to
spend a number of days In Omaha and
eastern. Nebraska Inspecting alfalfa mills
and especially studying the effect of al-

falfa meal on stock. Ho says he will go
on the farms within a few days to bes
with his own eyes what alfalfa meal 1

doing In the way ot fattening stock.
"I put up SOU tops of ulfalfa on mv

ranch this year, and we have lots of al-

falfa all through that country," said ine
Wyoming man, "and so far wo have no
alfalfa mills to speak of, except here and
there a rancher who grinds his own. Wo
want to learn what future there Is along
this line for us, since we can raise lots
ot alfalfa."
